Gena, March 7.. A Genoefe Sailor who was on 
board an Englifh Ship of 70 Guns, arriv’d here three 
Days fince, andaffur’d upon Oath, that the faid Ship 
and three others of the fame Force were funk in the 
Jate Sea-Fight, and that he fav’d himfelf upon a 
Plank, and was taken up-by fome Fifhermen on the 
Coaft : Yet we don’t doubt bur the Englifh had the 
beft of that Battle; becaufe we hear that feveral 
Dutch and Swedifh Veflels are arriv’d at Villa-franca 
from Sardinia with Troops on board, and that in 
their Paffage they met with no French nor Spanith 
Man of War. Befides, we have Advices from Mar- 
feilles which fay, that they were very much afraid of
